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Introduction 


An extensive array of hospital statistics relating 
to facilities available, services provided, personnel 
employed, educational facilities and finances of 
general and allied special hospitals and mental insti- 
tutions operating in Canada is prepared by the 
Institutional Statistics Section of the Health Division 
of Statistics Canada. A series of quarterly and annual 
reports are published, to provide users with a com- 
prehensive presentation of the statistics. 


Statistics Canada wishes to express its indebted- 
ness to the individual hospitals across the nation which 
have prepared and submitted data for inclusion in this 
national statistical program; to the provincial hospital 
plan authorities for the collection of the data, and to 
the provincial hospital associations and the Canadian 
Hospital Association in their promotion of uniform 
accounting and recording practices. 


Statistics on hospitals have been compiled by 
Statistics Canada since 1931 and have since been 
pW@lished in varying degrees of detail. The reader’s 
attention is drawn to the fact that, beginning with the 
reporting year 1976, Volumes I, II and IJI have been 
condensed and combined into one volume — Hospital 
Annual Statistics. Data no longer published in these 
reports are still available on request, along with other 
non-published, but collected and tabulated data. 


This publication presents statistical information on 
the services and facilities of all Canadian mental insti- 
tutions as well as financial data pertaining to public 
mental hospitals for the reporting year 1977. Selected 
historical tabulations and ratios dating back to 1963, 
are also shown. The principal sources of these data 
are the Annual Returns of Mental Institutions — 
General and Financial. Supplementary data are taken 
from the Annual Returns of Health Care Facilities 
(Part One and Part Two). By special agreement, most 
reporting forms are received by Statistics Canada via 
the respective provincial offices, the remainder being 
sent directly by the reporting institutions themselves. 


- Although the forms have already been scrutinized 
at the hospital and provincial levels, a further profes- 
sional edit is carried out at Statistics Canada. Problems 
identified by this edit are resolved by comparison 
with prior years’ forms and by liaison with the 
appropriate provincial authorities. The edit is based 
on concepts and definitions determined and con- 


Introduction 


La Section de la statistique des établissements de la 
Division de la santé de Statistique Canada prépare un grand 
nombre de statistiques sur les installations disponibles, les 
services fournis, le personnel employé, l’équipement di- 
dactique et la situation financiére des hépitaux généraux et 
spéciaux divers et des hépitaux pour malades mentaux du 
Canada. Statistique Canada publie une série de bulletins 
annuels et trimestriels afin d’offrir aux utilisateurs des 
statistiques complétes dans ce domaine. 


Statistique Canada remercie les hépitaux canadiens qui 
ont préparé et présenté les données pour qu’on puisse les 
intégrer dans le cadre du programme national de statistique; 
les administrateurs provinciaux de l’assurance-hospitalisation 
pour la collecte des données; les associations hospitaliéres 
provinciales et l’Association des h6pitaux du Canada pour 
leur effort d’uniformisation de la comptabilité et de la tenue 
des registres. 


Depuis 1931, Statistique Canada recueille les statistiques 
sur les h6pitaux et les présente dans des publications plus ou 
moins détaillées. Nous attirons l’attention du lecteur sur le 
fait qu’a partir de 1976, les volumes ibret dilpenteere 
condensés et fusionnés en un volume: La statistique annuelle 
des hépitaux. Les données qui n’apparaissent plus dans nos 
publications sont tout de méme recueillies et tabulées et sont 
disponibles sur demande. 


La présente publication contient des renseignements sta- 
tistiques sur les services et les installations des établissements 
canadiens pour maladies mentales et présente des données 
d’ordre financier sur les hépitaux publics pour maladies 
mentales pour l’année 1977. Il renferme également des 
tableaux chronologiques et des rapports statistiques qui 
remontent jusqu’a 1963. Les principales sources de rensei- 
gnements sont les déclarations annuelles — générales et 
financiéres. On s’est servi également de données tirées des 
déclarations annuelles des établissements de santé (premiére 
et deuxiéme parties). En vertu d’une entente, la plupart 
des déclarations sont transmises a Statistique Canada par les 
autorités provinciales; les autres sont envoyées directement 
par les établissements répondants. 


Méme si les hdpitaux et les provinces ont déja examiné 
minutieusement les formules, ies spécialistes de Statistique 
Canada les vérifient. Ils résolvent les problémes découverts 
au cours de cette vérification en comparant les formules 
a celles des années précédentes et en communiquant avec 
les autorités compétentes des provinces. La vérification 
est fondée sur les principes et les définitions établis et mis 


tinuously reviewed by the appropriate provincial 
and federal agencies. Definitions and’ explanations 
are found in “Explanatory Notes and Glossary” 
and throughout the text of this publication, as 
well as on the reporting form itself and in the 
supportive manuals, Annual Return of Health Care 
Facilities, Part One and Part Two. A manual pro- 
cessing system is used to produce the tabulations. 


The year 1977 is part of a transition period during 
which mental hospitals are converting their reporting 
period from a calendar year to a fiscal year. As this 
process is not being implemented uniformly across 
the country, some hospitals reported for a 12-month 
period and some for a 15-month period, in 1977. All 
effected ratios, such as percentage occupancy and 


cost per patient-day, have been appropriately adjusted — 


but certain tabulations, such as total patient-days and 
operating expenditure, contain a mix of data repre- 
senting 12- and 15-month periods. For this reason, 
all calendar year references in this report have been 
changed to read ‘“‘at year end”. Other types of data 
such as rated beds and numbers of personnel are not 
effected by the length of the reporting period. As 
soon as the conversion has been completed we will 
no longer refer to calendar years, such as 1974 and 
1975, but to fiscal years, such as 1980-81 and 
1981 - 82. 


Facilities and Services 


There were 221 mental institutions in operation 
in Canada in 1977, a decrease of 61 from 1976. The 
221 institutions which reported data in 1977 repre- 
sented 100.0% of the total rated bed capacity of all 
institutions in operation. Along with the decrease in 
operating institutions, rated bed capacity for Canada 
as a whole decreased by 17,558 beds (43.8%) from 
1976 to 1977 and the number of rated beds per 
1,000 population dropped from 1.7 in 1976 to 1.0 in 
1977. The largest single factor in this decline was the 
reclassification, to special care facilities, of 42 public 
hospitals for retardates containing more than 14,000 
beds. 


Patient-days of care as reported by all institutions 
declined by 42.4% from 12.8 million in 1976 to 7.4 
million in 1977. 


Percentage occupancy in all reporting institutions 
went from 87.2 in 1976 to 89.7 in 1977. 


On any given day in 1977 there were 20,233 pa- 
tients in Canadian mental institutions as a group. This 
daily average patient load was 58.3% lower than that 


experienced in 1976 (34,729). Over the same period, j 


the average number of patients per hospital on a 
given day fell from 127 to 92.

L’année 1977 est une période de transition pour établisse- 
ments de soins psychiatriques. En effet, les données déclarées 
pour cette période doivent étre fondées sur l’année financiére 
et non sur l’année civile. Comme cette politique n’est pas 
appliquée uniformément dans l’ensemble du pays, certains 
établissements ont présenté leurs données de 1977 pour une 
période de 12 mois et d’autres pour une période de 15 mois. 
Tous les taux touchés, comme le pourcentage d’occupation 
et le coat par journée d’hospitalisation, ont été a juste titre 
ajustés; mais certaines totalisations, comme le nombre total 
de journées d’hospitalisation et les dépenses d’exploitation, 
contiennent des données portant sur une période de 12 ou 
de 15 mois. Pour cette raison, le présent bulletin ne fait plus 
état de l’année civile mais plutdt de la “fin de année”. La 
durée de la période de déclaration n’influe pas sur d’autres 
genres de données comme la capacité théorique en lits et le 
nombre d’employés. Dés que la période de transition sera 
terminée, nous ne ferons plus état des années civiles comme 
1974 et 1975, mais plutot des années financiéres comme 
1980-81 et 1981 - 82. 


Installations et services 


En 1977, il y avait en activité au Canada 221 établisse- 
ments pour maladies mentales, soit 61 de moins qu’en 1976. 
En 1977, les 221 établissements déclarants représentaient 
100.0 % de la capacité théorique en lits de l'ensemble des 
établissements en activité. La capacité théorique a également 
diminué de 17,558 lits (43.8 %), passant de 1.7 lits par 


1,000 habitants en 1976 a 1.0 en 1977. La cause principale 


de ce déclin fut la reclassification, 4 établissements de soins 
spéciaux, de 42 hépitaux publics pour attardés couvrant plus 
de 14,000 lits. 


Le nombre de journées d’hospitalisation dans l’ensemble 
des établissements est passé de 12.8 millions en 1976 a 7.4 
millions en 1977 soit une diminution de 42.4 %.

En 1977, pour un jour queiconque, le nombre moyen de 
malades dans l’ensemble des établissements pour maladies 
mentales au Canada était de 20,233 soit 58.3 % de moins 
qu’en 1976 (34,729). Au cours de la méme période, le nom- 
bre moyen de malades par h6épital pour un jour donné est 
passé de 127 492. 
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Total personnel employed in all reporting mental 
hospitals in 1977 numbered 23,207, a decrease of 
55.5% from the 41,829 personnel reported in 1976. 


Finances 


In 1977, financial data were reported by all 45 
of the public “‘mental’”’ hospitals in operation. 


It should be noted that cost per patient-day data 
for the province of Newfoundland are not shown in 
this publication since these data have been found to 
be not comparable with that of the other provinces. 


In 1977, total reported operating revenue amount- 
ed to $392.7 million. Total reported operating 
expenditure for 1977 was $399.3 million. Cost per 
patient-day in reporting hospitals rose by 42.4% from 
$60.47 in 1976 to $86.10 in 1977. Cost per patient- 
day in current dollars has increased almost four 
times over the period 1971-1977 (1971 = 100; 
1977 = 382). In terms of constant (1971) dollars, 
cost per patient-day rose by 70% during this period, 
reaching $38.67, in 1977.

Finances 


En 1977, tous les 45 h6dpitaux publics pour maladies 
mentales en activité ont présenté des données financiéres. 


Il faut noter que les données sur le cott par journée d’hos- 
pitalisation des établissements de Terre-Neuve ont été suppri- 
mées parce qu’elles ne sont pas comparables a celles des 
autres provinces. 


En 1977, le revenu de gestion était de $392.7 millions. 
En 1977, les frais de gestion ont été de $399.3 millions. Le 
cotit par journée d’hospitalisation dans les hopitaux décla- 
rants est passé de $60.47 en 1976 a $86.10 en 1977, soit 
une augmentation de 42.4 %. Le cout par journée d’hospita- 
lisation, en dollars courants, a presque quadruplé durant 
la*période’ 197121977 (1971 = 100; 1977 =382). Le cout 
par journée dhospitalisation, en dollars constants (1971), a 
augmenté de 70% durant cette période pour atteindre 
$38.67, en 1977.

EXPLANATORY NOTES AND GLOSSARY 


Population 


June 1 population figures as enumerated in census 
years or estimated for inter-censal years. 


Type of Institution 


Mental institution. Mental hospitals and psychiatric 
units. 


Mental hospital. A hospital that provides treatment 
for all types of psychiatric conditions. 


Psychiatric hospital. A hospital that provides short- 
term intensive psychiatric treatment. 


Other types. Special hospitals for alcoholics, aged and 
senile and epilepsy. 


Psychiatric unit. A unit within a hospital, organized 
for the treatment of patients with psychiatric dis- 
orders. 


Ownership 


The owner of the hospital is the person, group of 
persons, agency or corporate body, in whose name 
the lease to the real estate is held; or if there is no 
lease, the registered owner according to the deed. 


Lay. A hospital owned by a voluntary lay body. 


Religious. A hospital owned by a religious organiza- 
tion. 


Municipal. A hospital owned bya city, town, country, 
municipality, or by districts or bodies which are em- 
powered to levy taxes. 


Provincial. A hospital owned by a branch, division or 
department of a provincial government or a territorial 
government or by a provincially controlled institution 
such as a university. 


Utilization 


Rated bed capacity. The number of beds that the in- 
stitution is designed to accommodate, on the basis of 
established standards of floor space area per bed. 


Approved bed complement. The number of beds ap- 
proved for the hospital by the provincial authorities. 
This figure could be less than the rated bed capacity, 
due to budget restraints, or other factors.

Beds set up. The number of beds actually set up in the 
hospitals and available for accommodation of in- 
patients at end of period, whether or not actually 
occupied by a patient at that time. 


Beds staffed and in operation. The number of beds 
that are actually available for patient accommodation, 
with staff available to provide the required level and 
type of care, whether or not actually occupied by 
a patient at the time. 


Patient-day. The period of service to an inpatient be- 
tween the census taking hours on two successive days; 
includes the day of admission but excludes the day 
of separation. 


Average number of patients. The average number of 
patients in mental institutions on any particular day. 


Personnel 


Full-time personnel. Persons employed on a full-time 
basis, i.e., regularly employed throughout the hospi- 
tal’s full workweek. 


Part-time personnel. Persons employed on a part-time 
basis. i.e., regularly employed on selected days or par- 
tial days in the hospital’s workweek. 


Administrative staff. Includes the chief administrative 
officers, matrons or superintendents of nurses and 
other administrative staff (controller, secretary, busi- 
ness manager and general office staff). 


Medical staff. Includes certified psychiatrists, fellows 
in psychiatry, other specialists and physicians, resi- 
dents and interns as well as consultants. 


Nursing staff. Includes graduates, students, affiliates, 
nursing assistants, orderlies and attendants. 


Other professional and technical staff. Includes den- 
tists, psychologists, pharmacists, laboratory technolo- 
gists and radiological technicians, occupational and 
physiotherapists, academic teachers, social workers, 
dietitians, chaplains and others. 


Other staff. Includes employees of the dietary, laun- 
dry and housekeeping departments, building opera- 
tion and maintenance, garden and farm and other 
departments. 


Services 


Specific services provided within the institution 
under the direction of a properly qualified person. In- 
cludes such services as diagnostic X-ray, electrocardio- 
graphy, occupational therapy, social service, after- 
Careeerc.
